Fay to fight 
for back pay 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Former School Supt. Bill Fay 
will be returning to Wilmington 
May 19 to seck between $14,000 
and $75,000 in back pay from the 
Wilmington School Committee 
according to school comitteeman 
Dr. Shirley Callan. 

The committee decided against 
renewing Fay's contract last year 
and, in his plase, hired new 
superintendent Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell. 

According to Callan, she along 
with former board member Peggy 
Kane, the committee's attorney 
Virginia Tate and other committee 
members or officials will be asked 
to appear with Fay May 19 (10 
a.m.) to try and arbitrate the issue. 

Dr. Callan told the Town Crier it 
was her understanding that Fay is 
seeking the following: 

+ His seven percent raise in salary 
that he offered to waive last year, 

+ Sick leave buyback totaling at 
least $8,000. 
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+ A $5,000 retirement bonus. 

Dr. Callan said Fay is claiming 
that he withdrew his offer to waive 
his salary increase because the 
committee didn't renegotiate his 
contract. . 

"But he didn't,” said Callan, 

Callan also disputed the 
retirement bonus, saying the bonus 
should only be paid if Fay gave 
notice of his impending retirement. 
Again he didn't, said Callan. 

When asked where the board 
would get the money if Fay wins 
his case, Callan said, "we can't; 
we'll have to lay off teachers." 

She said if Fay were to be 
awarded what he's asking for, "he 
will have earned $97,000 this 
year.” 

In a related matter, Callan said 
the former superintendent has been 
collecting unemployment since 
January 1. She said there is an 
injunction against the town 
through the Massachusetts Superior 
Court forbidding the payment of 
any monies to Fay. 

The injunction has to do with the 
failure of Fay's travel agency and 
was requested by U.S,Trust, said 
Callan. The committeeman said she 
couldn't understand how the state 
could pay Fay unemployment, then 
bill the town, when the injunction 
came down through the state court

The newly formed Citizens 
Advisory Committee (CAC) for 
the Small Cities Program was 
bricfed Monday night on the 
program's background and 
encouraged to raise questions on 
any of the components to be funded 
with Wilmington's Small Cities 
Grant of $600,675. 

Those components include 
housing rchabilitation for the 
Silver Lake target arca and 
beyond, the creation of accessory 
apartments townwide, homebuyers 
assistance and assistance for local 
residents who are uncmployed. 
(Sec related box) 

The 15 member committee 
consists of a cross-section of the 
community. It was formed to 
comply with the terms of the grant 
awarded by EOCD (the Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development) and funded by the 
federal government. 

According to Program Director 
Glenn Garber, the role of the 
committee is threefold: to help 
resolve policy issues that affect 
how monetary assistance is given, 
to act as a sounding board for the 
program staff, and to come up with 
a program for the next grant cycle. 
Applications for the next grant are 
due in September, he said. 

During the mecting, discussion 
focused on how the various 
components work and who is 
eligible to apply for the funds. 

Members also proposed ways to 
publicize the program. Ideas 
ranged from utitlizing the local 
cable station to canvassing the 
Silver Lake target area and posting 
flyers in local stores or at the food 
pantry. 

Rehab Specialist Dan Parct said, 
after determining who is cligible 
for the renovation funds, he would 
be making home inspections. The 
inspections would help him 
determine what problems need to 
be addressed first in a home, he 
said. 


I go into a house you see me as 
Santa Claus, By the time I get done 
with the specs, I'm Scrooge," he 
explained.

Afterall, this is the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, where you'll walk on hot coals at the 
Registry for late parking fines, but where a convicted murderer will 
basically walk, period. 

Thanks to the Massachusetts’ court system, where morally bankrupt, 
sanctimonious judges are living in some twilight zone beyond reality, 

We seem to have lost any semblance of justice in a system that knows 
no difference between right and wrong. 

The inability to distinguish between right and wrong infects our 
young peole as much as it has disabled our judges. If you are disturbed 
about the court rulings in the Petruzzelli case, you should be more 
disturbed about kids who protest for the right of a vicious murderer to 
remain in school. 

Whatever happened to the 60's and protesting for peace and social 
justice? The younger generation of today has better haircuts, more 
expensive clothes and a more warped sense of values than the 
long-haired, freaky people of yesterday. 

These warped sense of values are making the headlines from 
Shawsheen Tech to Dartmouth, Mass., where three demented youths 
recently stormed a social studies class and heartlessly stabbed a young 
boy who made it to the hallway before he collapsed and died. Does this 
new gencration scare you as much as it scares me? 

If not, consider the following. One of every six people arrested for 
murder today is under the age of 18. In Massachusetts there's a 100 
percent increase in the number of youths referred to the Department 
of Youth Services. "Ziggy" is just one individual profile of the newest 
and most grucsome American trend, an explosion of violent crimes 
committed by youngsters across the country. 

It's time for Judge Walker and America to wake up and realize that 
the Nelson's, the Cleaver's and the Brady's aren't real families except 
on Nick at Night. For most youngsters, childhood seems to be 
painfully over by their eighth birthday. If they don't use drugs and 
carry weapons, they sure know how and where to get them, 

Caught in the middle between intense peer pressure and guys like me 
who like to condemn the whole lot are the last vestiges of "good kids." 
Yes, they're still out there, and they faithfully go to school for that old 
fashioned reason - to learn and build a future for themselves. 

These real students are looking to the public for protection and 
segregation from the bad apples. But, like Judge Walker, the public 
has whimped out and delivered nothing but liberal pablum. 

Superintendent Lyons is the bright exception. He quickly built a state 
house coalition resulting in new legislation guaranteeing school 
administrators their rights to run their schools, The remainder of the 
solution will be found in Governor Weld's timely prison space bill 
which will add thousands of much-needed beds to the overcrowded 
system. 

Some of that proposed bed space should be occupied by "Ziggy", the 
trio of thugs in Dartmouth and the rest of their buddies, If kids are 
going to commit adult crimes, then let them enjoy the adult 
consequences of a very long adult prison term.

She told the Town Cricr 
uesday, "EOCD found it to be 
rroneous.” 

When Sadowski tried to read a 
letter to Dorrance from EOCD's 
loyce Wilkins-Nkwah into the 

inutes, Chairman Al Meegan 
rgued against it. He said "it opens 

can of worms" and warned, if it 

‘as read, Dorrance would have a 

ight to-reply. Meegan also was 
angered by the fact that copies of 


the letter were sent to individual 
board members, including two who 
no longer belong to the board, 
rather than to the chairman, 

In the end, Sadowski chose to 
read the letter aloud. In the letter 
dated April 15 (but not mailed out 
until after the election April 23), 
Wilkins-Nkwah — stated all 
handwritten rent calculations were 
incorrect, and several items were 
omitted from  Dorrance's 
worksheets. 

In addition, she said the director 
had forgotten to omit the name and 
address of the tenant on the sample 
worksheet he sent in to protect 
confidentiality. 

In a second letter from EOCD 
Deputy Director Paul Bailey that 
was not allowed to be read on 
Tuesday, Bailey stated statements 
in the article were inaccurate and 
“misleading.”

Reading Light Dept 
to increase rates 


The Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) has filed a 
5.5 percent rate increase with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities on May 1, 1993 
which will go into effect on June 1, 
1993. The increase will be 
allocated evenly to both residential 
and commercial customer having 
an average monthly consumption 
of 500 kilowatt hours (kwh), will 
experience an increase of $2.16 per 
month. 

According to Vin Cameron, 
manager of the Energy Services 
Division, the increase is necessary 
due to a nine percent increase in 
purchase power costs which 
occurred in 1990 when the 
Seabrook Nuclear Plant went on 
line. In 1991, power costs rose an 
additional 10.4 percent as a result 
of an increase in the Boston Edison 
Contract Demand. During this 
same time period, other operation 
and maintenance and administrative 
expenses increased approximately 
three percent 

Since 1990, the RMLD has been 
meeting expenses through a 
combination of small rate increases 
and the use of — the Rate 
Stabilization Fund (RSF), a fund 


set up in the 1980s to minimize 
rate increases. The RMLD 
anticipates that the RSF will again 


be used to minimize increases this 
year; however, at lower levels than 
in the past 
Since 1989, the RMLD has used 
more than $13 million of rate 
stabilization money to mect its 
annual expenses and minimize rate 
increases. The Energy Services 
Division estimates that between 
1990 and 1993, the RMLD will 
have met almost seven percent of 
its annual expenses using the RSF 
The RMLD recently reshaped its

_ Ten thousand years in Tewksbury

For hundreds of years farmer 
boys in New England have had a 
sport - collecting artifacts, "Indian 
Arrowheads." Those arrowheads 
were found in the garden areas of 
the farms on which they lived.

Americans were rarely studied or 
Otherwise identified. 

One can read today of the early 
history of the artifacts, sometimes 
hundreds in number, on some of 
the farms.

When construction began Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Robert Lacey, who lived 
across Main Street from the 
present post office noted the 
number of arrowheads turned up 
as the soil was moved. They began 
their own collection, searching 
after each heavy rain. That 
collection was donated to the Patten 
Library in Tewksbury. 

Professor J, Frederick Burtt, of 
an old Wilmington family, in the 
Lowell Technological Institutc, 
now the University of 
Massachusetts at Lowell classified 
the collection. Burtt had 
participated in many “Indian Digs," 
and had lectured on the style of 
living of the early American 
natives. 

The Burtt family lived, among 
other places in Tewksbury at what 
is now 1304 South Sucet, almost in 
Andover. 

But since then there have been 
changes. Archaeologists and 
anthropologists now know that 
native Americans had been in the 
Americas for more than the 11,500 
years which has been allocatcd to 
them. 

The Heath Brook archacological 
site, as it is now known is a few 
hundred yards "behind" the 
Marshall Shopping Center, near a 
freshwater marsh. There is, in 
Andover, the Robert S. Peabody 
Museum of Archacology, at

The $25,000 award is given out

Hot top driveways: Low priced 
quotes are made, then the price is 
jumped halfway through the job or 
at the finish of the job, Often the 
increase doubles the original quote. 

A frequent target of these scams 
are elderly homeowners.

Puzzle of phantom 
tooth pain 


Medical findings published 
this week by the Pain Research 
Unit at the Columbia University 
School of Public Health help 
explain why some patients 
develop chronic tooth pain fol- 
lowing routine dental proce- 
dures. According to Dr. Jack 
Klausner, a noted Boston dentist

Healthy pregnancy begins

"It's important for a woman 
to see her doctor before she gets 
pregnant,” he explains. "She 
should have a comprehensive 
physical exam, including a pap 
smear and complete medical 
history, to make sure everything 
is in order. 

"By taking a family history, 
we can identify if genetic coun- 
seling is needed," he explains. 
"If so, it can be done prior to 
pregnancy, so that informed 
decisions can be made before a 
baby is conceived.” 

Dr. Arian also recommends 
prenatal vitamins. 

"Recent studies indicate that 
folic acid can diminish the inei- 
dence of certain birth defects 
such as spina bifida," he notes. 
“And all it takes is a vitamin a 
day." 

Once a woman becomes preg- 
nant, Dr. Arian believes that she 
should consider herself in a 
physiological condition, not a 
disease condition, and care for 
herself accordingly. To a great 
degree, that comes down to com- 
mon sense, 

Regarding diet: "Follow 
established guidelines for proper 
nutrition with a well-balanced 
diet," he advises. If a woman 
has special dietary needs - if 
she is a vegetarian, for example 
~ Dr. Arian often will refer to a 
nutritionist to ensure that moth- 
er and child receive the appro- 
priate nutrition during pregnan- 
cy. 


"The ideal weight gain during 


pregnancy is 35 lbs.,”" he adds. - 


"But it can be more or less, 
depending on the circumstances. 
“And no smoking, drinking or 
drug intake," he states, citing 
the risks that include 
miscarriage, premature birth, 
low birthweight, fetal alcohol 
syndrome and birth defects." 


Regarding exercise: "Any 
activity that doesn't potentially 
result in physical harm is 
acceptable," he says. Downhill 
skiing and bicycle-riding are too 
high risk, he feels, but low- 
impact aerobics, walking and 
swimming.are "ideal exercises 
for pregnant women." 


On a woman's psychological 
well-being during pregnancy: 
"Sometimes women will experi- 
ence sudden mood changes dur- 
ing pregnancy; for others, it's a 
time of concern and anxiety, 
wondering if their baby is all 
right," Dr. Arian says. "This is a 
normal process, and I encourage 
women to share their concerns 
with their doctor.” 

"Establish a relationship with 
a physician you trust," he advis- 
es. "That is a key element of a 
healthy pregnancy."

Once a woman becomes preg- 
nant, Dr. Arian believes that she 
should consider herself in a 
physiological condition, not a 
disease condition, and care for 
herself accordingly. To a great 
degree, that comes down to com- 
mon sense, 

Regarding diet: “Follow 
established guidelines for proper 
nutrition with a well-balanced 
diet," he advises, If a woman 
has special dietary needs -- if 
she is a vegetarian, for example 
~ Dr. Arian often will refer to a 
nutritionist to ensure that moth- 
er and child receive the appro- 
priate nutrition during pregnan- 
cy. 


“The ideal weight gain during 
pregnancy is 35 lbs.," he adds. 
"But it can be more or less, 
depending on the circumstances. 

“And no i or 
drug intake," he states, citing 
the risks that include 
miscarriage, premature birth, 
low birthweight, fetal alcohol 
syndrome and birth defects." 


Regarding exercise: "Any 
activity that doesn't potentially 
result in physical harm is 
acceptable," he says. Downhill 
skiing and bicycle-riding are too 
high risk, he feels, but low- 
impact aerobics, walking and

On a woman's psychological 
well-being during pregnancy: 
"Sometimes women will experi- 
ence sudden mood dur- 
ing pregnancy; for others, it's a 
time of concern and anxiety, 
wondering if their baby is all 
right," Dr. Arian says.

Nationally 5,000 young people 
commit suicide each year. In 
Massachusetts, a Department of 
Public Health survey revealed 
that 24% of the teens questioned 
had thought seriously about sui- 
cide in the last 12 months, In an 
effort to help these youth The 
Samaritans of Boston have 
expanded Samariteens, a teen to 
teen suicide prevention hotline. 

Samariteens is now available 
from 3 to 9 p.m. for all youth in 
Massachusetts by calling 1-800- 
252-TEEN. "The 800 number 
should help more teens call," 
Onna, A Samariteen volunteer, 
said. "The number is easy to 
remember and, most important- 
ly, the call will not show up on 
parents’ phone bills." Carefully 
selected and trained peers staff 
the hotline each day of the year. 

Since 1986 Samariteens has 
been providing special peer to 
peer befriending for youth who 
feel lonely, depressed or suici- 
dal. The Samaritans report that 
26% of first time callers in 1992 
were determined to be at risk of 
suicide in Samariteen volun- 
teers, The top reasons indicated 
for suicidal thoughts included 
Joneliness, depression and rela- 
tionship problems (with family 
as well as friends).

On a Friday afternoon 
last fall this writer walked up the 
gentle slope leading to the tavern 
and found a knot of youngsters 
clustered around the water well on 
the north side of Parker Tavern. 
Lo and behold Beth Anderson 
was waving her colonial wand 
and casting a 17th century spell 
over these youngsters who were 
carried back 298 years, The sky 
was leaden with a steady mist. 
Winter's chill was in the air; it 
isn't hard to imagine fields of 
cornstalks, withered cucumber 
vines, winter squash and, beyond

the giant ash ice, a ficld of flax 
which would soon be spun into 
warm linen clothing. 

Mrs. Anderson asks, “Where 
do you think Abraham and Sarah 
Bryant went shopping? 
Remember, there weren't any 
supermarkets.” Silence. Beth 
Anderson smiles and answers her 
own question, Our colonial fore- 
fathers would have to hitch up the 
horse and buggy and travel to 
Salem for provisions like 
molasses, salt and dricd beans, It 
was a long and arduous journcy, A 
bumpy, scary ride over rutted 
paths through decp woods and 
around great swamps. By the time 
the Bryants got home the sun had 
set and mother lit the homemade 
tallow candles which cast eerie 
shadows on dark and cold walls in 
the keeping room, 

Beth Anderson welcomes the 
third graders into another place in 
time; one which took all the ener- 
gy and initiative the colonial set- 
Uers could muster to survive the 
long cold dark winter. 


Once inside the salt box, the 
children gather around the 
humongous fireplace in the north 
parlor or keeping room where 
Sarah Bryant baked bread and 
cooked dinner, What is their reac- 
tion when the kids see this 
impressive brick fireplace which 
is about 5 1/2 feet high and 10 to 
11 feet long? They used to ask 
Miriam Barclay, "Wow, is this real 
or is it Disney Land?" Today a 
lithe and animated Beth Anderson 
shows these attentive children a 
foot warmer and an assortment of 
black cooking pots. She peppers 
them with questions which make 
the youngsters realize the word 
convenience is a 20th century 
word Abraham and Sarah Bryant 
never knew, Beth marvels at their 
tenacity and ingenuity and tries to 
teach her "students" what life was 
really like for our forefathers. 

What are the perennial 
favorites in the seven-room salt 
box boarding house built in 16947 
Anderson says, "They love to see 
those two spinning wheels and 
they have lots of guesses as to 
what the foot warmer was used 
for." The large and small spinning 
wheels weren't for mother and 
daughter as many kids think; 
rather the larger wheel was used 
to spin wool into a thin thread. 
The smaller spinning. wheel.spun 
flax into linen. Anderson asks, 
"Why wouldn't wool suffice?" 
When nobody raises a hand, she 
runs a forefinger around her collar 
and explains wool can be pretty 
itchy stuff -- especially for under- 
wear, So our colonial forefathers 
substituted linen. 

As we move from the Tavern's 
northside, pre-1750, to the south 
side (1850), the children marvel at 
the dining room with much more 
reflected light. A narrow creaky 
staircase beckons us upstairs 
where colonial adventures await 
eager and inquisitive minds, 

Every good teacher has a spe- 
cial technique to capture his stu- 
dent's attention and make the sub- 
ject come alive and ring true. 
Miriam Barclay's hook always

caught her young students by sur- 
prise. When the tiny dynamic lady 
with steel gray hair pulled back 
into a tight bun spoke, these kids 
listened. She loved to greet them 
at Parker Tavern's threshold and 
never tired of asking, "What's that 
on your feet?” Some things never 
change and this class took the bait 
and looked down at their shoes, 
Miriam's eyes danced. She could 
hardly wait to answer in that buz- 
zsaw voice, “History dust." 


Today Beth Anderson says of 
our brave, industrious and inde- 
pendent forefathers, "This was 
how the common man and every- 
day person lived (in the 17th and 
18th centuries) -- there were no 
heroes or signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. It's 
a (miraculous) story of how they 
managed to survive.” 


Meanwhile, Everett Blodgett, 
who just completed his presidency 
of the Reading Antiquarian 
Society, says, "Thee aren't many 
first period houses in New 
England (1620-1720). It (Parker 
Tavern) contains what the first 
generation settlers would have 
brought with them." Then 
Blodgett leans over and lets us in 
on a little inside information. He 
says, "The Parker Tavern is a trea- 
sure of history for Reading which 
isn't a financial drain, Unlike 
many other historic buildings, it's 
a free entry museum (and doesn't 
cost the taxpayers a cent). The 
Reading Antiquarian Society is a 
nonprofit organization, We serve 
the town as a reference/resource,"

Public Safety Secretary 
Thomas C. Rapone announced 
that the total number of persons 
injured in auto crashes and 
crashes in which injuries or 
deaths occurred dropped signifi- 
cantly from 1990 to 1991, the lat- 
est statistics available.

Massachusetts is tied with 
Rhode Island and Connecticut 
for the lowest rate of highway 
fatalities in the nation in 1992 on 
the basis of population and vehi- 
cle miles. The ranking was the 
first time in five years that the 
Commonwealth has achieved top 
rating in both categories, 

Rapone credited the law 


enforcement community and its 
emphasis on highway and road 
safety for the developments. He 
also credited to efforts by orga- 
nizations such as Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving to help 
educate the public against intox- 
icated driving. The ranking by 
the National Safety Council is 
the first time in five years that 
Massachusetts has led the 
nation in both mileage and pop- 
ulation categories. 

The National Safety Council 
determined that the national 
death rate in 1992 was 15.7 
deaths per 100,000 population 
and 1.8 deaths per 100,000,000 
motor vehicle miles. The 
Massachusetts death rate was 
about half the national rate, or 
78 deaths per 100,000 population 
and 1,1 deaths per 100,000,000 
motor vehicle miles.

There are over nine million 
Americans who suffer from 
asthma ~ one-third of them are 
under the age of 18. "Allergies 
are brought about by a particu- 
lar allergen which causes sneez- 
ing, water and itchy eyes and 
possibly even a rash," says 
Sarah Andrew, M.D., a pediatri- 
cian at the Winchester Hospital 
Family Medical Center. Dr. 
Andrew explains that parents 
can easily mistake asthma for 
an allergy or even a chest cold. 
But unlike a cold or allergies, 
asthma is a lung disease. It's 
characterized by a constriction 
of the bronchial passages and a 
swelling of the mucous lining. 
This makes it difficult to expel 
gases from the lungs which get 
filled up with dead air, Dr. 
Andrew says, "The symptoms 
include a difficulty in breathing 
accompanied by a dry cough 
and wheezing. Certain allergens, 
such as smoke, dust, mold, pet 
fur, pollen and even certain 
foods, can bring on an asthma 
attack in susceptible children." 


Dr. Andrew goes further to 
say that asthma attacks can 
even be spurred by exercising. 
She has seen many cases of EIA 
(exercised induced asthma). "A 
large percentage of people who 
have asthma have this particu- 
lar type," she says. EIA usually 
occurs within 5 to 10 minutes 
after the start of exercise." 


Children may experience 
attacks during gym class or 
recess, or when playing in the 
back yard. After being diag- 
nosed, attacks of EIA can be 
avoided by using medication 
such as a bronchodilator before 
exercises. Asthma varies in 
severity. A child with mild asth- 
ma can lead a normal life with- 
out experiencing many attacks 


and doesn't require continuous 
medication.
